US scrambles lo stop 
globe-trotting leaker 
Snowden 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday re¬ 
voked leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den's passport and said he 
should be hatred from travel as 
he fled to Moscow en route to 
Ecuador, potentially setting off 
a diplomatic crisis. 

The fugitive, who revealed 
secret details of vast US tele¬ 
phone and Internet surveil¬ 
lance programs to the media, 
left. Hong Kong despite a US 
extradition request and was 
staying at a hotel inside 
Moscow's airport. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki, traveling 
with Secretary of State John 
Keny in India, confirmed that 


the United States revoked 
Snowden's passport due to 
"felony arrest warrants" 
against him 

"Persons wanted on felony 
charges, such as Mr Snowden, 
should not be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed in any further interna¬ 
tional travel, other than is 
necessary to return him to the 
United States," Psaki said.

West Midlands Police con¬ 
firmed tliat a loud noise re¬ 
ported by residents near the 
Aisha Masque m Walsall on 
Friday "appeared to he consis¬ 
tent" with the object explod¬

Police said they were treat¬ 
ing tlie incident, as a hate crime 
after a member of the public 
discovered the obj ect on Satur¬ 
day.

"To that end, I have called 
m support, from all over the 
force, including the West Mid¬ 
lands C ounter Terrorism Unit, 
which has a number of experts 
supporting the inquiry.

China 'gravely 
concerned' over US 
cyber attacks 


Brazil braces for fresh protests 


BEIJING (AFP) - China said 
Sunday that it was ‘ gravely 
concerned" over cyber attacks 
by US government agencies 
after new r allegations that they 
had snooped on Chinese tar¬ 
gets 

Foreign ministry spokes¬ 
woman Hua Clumymg said the 
latest reports "again proved 
that China is die victim of 
cyber attacks, and we have al¬ 
ready lodged representations to 
the US side", according to state 
news agency Xinhua 

The remarks followed new 
claims by former US spy Ed¬ 
ward Snowden made to Hang 
Kong's Sunday Morning Post 
that US spies had hacked the 
prestigious Tsinghua Univer¬ 
sity 111 Beijing -- home to one 
of six "network backbones" 
that route all of mainland 
China's Internet traffic --and 
the Hong Kong headquarters 
of Pacnet, which operates one 
of the Asia-Pacific region's 
largest fibre-optic networks. 

The former National Secu¬ 
rity Agency contractor, who ar¬ 
rived in Moscow on Sunday 
reportedly on his way to 
Venezuela, also said the US 
agency was hacking Chinese 
mobile phone companies to 
gather data from millions of 
text messages. 

Earlier Sunday, Xinhua 
called the United States the 
world's "biggest villain" for IT 
espionage, after the new alle¬ 
gations emerged 

"These, along with previous 
allegations, are cleally trou¬ 
bling signs," Xinhua said in a 
commentary. 


"They demonstrate that the 
United States, which has long 
been trying to play innocent as 
a victim of cyber attacks, has 
turned out to be the biggest, vil¬ 
lain in our age," it said 
The United States and China 
are both victims of hacking and 
have to work together on the 
issue, Xinhua said. 

But it stressed “The ball is 
now in Washington's court The 
US government had better 
move to allay die concerns of 
other countries." 

hi her comments, Hua said 
that China opposes all forms of 
cyber attacks. 

"We are willing to enhance 
dialogue and cooperation with 
the international community 111 
a spirit of mutual respect, to 
jointly safeguard peace and se- 
curitym cyberspace," she said

Most protesters are not con¬ 
vinced by a Friday pledge 
from President Dilma Rousseff 
tD improve shoddy public serv¬ 
ices and fight harder against, 
ramp ant corruption -- the main 
grudges of the street protesters. 

A poll Saturday by the Ibope 
polling agency showed three 


quarters of Brazilians back die 
wave of protests, with 77 per¬ 
cent citing the high cost of 
using public transport as the 
key reason far their di s satis- 
fact! on. 

But two-thirds were overall 
in favour of hosting the World 
Cup, despite anger at the bil¬ 
lions of dollars the event's 
preparation and hosting will 
cost — money many feel could 
be better spent on education, 
transport and housing 

Almost two weeks into the 
unrest, while most of the 
protests have been peaceful 
there is a militant edge as hard 
liners grow impatient for 
change.

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Study blames men for menopause 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Men 
and their preference far 
younger female mates may 
have led to the phenomenon of 
menopause in women, accord¬ 
ing to a controversial study by 
Canadian researchers pub¬ 
lished tins week 

"If women were reproduc¬ 
ing all along, and there were 
no preference against older 
women, women would be re¬ 
producing like men are for 
their whole lives," said evolu¬ 
tionary geneticist Rama Singh, 
a professor at Me Master Uni¬ 
versity. 

Singh said the conventional 
" gran dm Dth er theo ry," win cli 
holds that older women grow 
infertile so that they can assist 
the survival of their kin by 
helping to raise their children's 
offspring, did not make sense 
to him 

Instead of age leading to in¬ 
fertility, Singh theorised that 


the dwindling pool of male 
mates for older women — be¬ 
cause many alder men seek to 
mate with younger women -- 
led to a lack of reproduction 
that gave rise to menopause. 

"If women were reproduc¬ 
ing ail along, and there were 
no preference against older 
women, women would be re¬ 
producing like men are for 
their whole lives." 

His work, backed up by 
computer models, suggests 
that a male mating preference 
for younger females could 
have led to the accumulation 
of genetic mutations that 
would harm female fertility 
and bring on menopause. 

The study was published on 
Thursday in the open-access, 
peer-reviewed journal PLGS 
Computational Biology. 

But while the assertion 
raised many eyebrows, not all 
experts are convinced by 



Singh, who questioned why 
menopause appears to be 
mainly a human phenomenon.

PHILADELPHIA - The mother 
of a 10-y ear-old Pennsylvania 
girl whose efforts to qualify 
for an organ donation led to 
debate over how organs are 
allocated says she's Improv¬ 
ing after her double-lung 
transplant.

says on her Facebook page 
her daughter Sarah was moved on Wednesday from a heavy-duty breathing machine 
to a traditional ventilator.

Sarah is from 
Newtown Square, just west of Philadelphia. She suffers from severe cystic fibrosis. 
She underwent a six-hour operation at the Children's Hospital of Philadelphia after a 
judge intervened in her case and gave her a chance at the list of organs from adult 
donors, not just child donors. Sarah's family had said pediatric lungs are rarely do¬ 
nated.

The prosecution had la- 
b ell ed th e m ath em ati cs 
teacher a "paedophile' who 
had "groomed the vulnera¬ 
ble teenager after the pair met 
at a school m southeast Eng¬ 
land 

Their sexual relationship 
began shortly after the pupil's 
15th birthday, Lewes Crown 
Court heard, with regular 
trysts in his car, m hotels and 
at the home he shared with 
his wife. 

The two fled Britain on a 
cross-Channel fern;/to Calais 
in France when they feared 
the affair was about to be ex¬ 
posed, leading police to 
launch a high-profile interna¬ 
tional search. 

Police apprehended them 
a week later as Forrest was 
trying to seek work in France 

As the jury returned to de¬ 
liver its verdict after a two- 
week trial, Forrest told the 
girl "Hoveyou 

She burst into tears as the 
guilty verdict was an¬ 
nounced, and told him "I’m 
sorry” as he was led away to 
the cells. 

Forrest's defence lawyer 
had argued he felt he had to 
run away ’with the girl be¬ 
cause he feared she would 
commit suicide.

Obama was expected to. an¬ 
nounce tighter regulations on 
new and existing power plants 
-- particularly those fired by 
co a! -- as well as tougher en¬ 
ergy standards for consumer 
appliances. 

The administration was also 
exp ected to make more federal 
land available for solar and 
wind proj ects in a further boost 
to renewable energy, according 
to the Politico news website. 

It was unclear whether 
Obama would speak about the 
Keystone XL pipeline, a mas¬ 
sive project to bring oil horn 
Canada's tar sands to the US 
Gulf Coast that has been 
slammed by environmentalists 


and awaits the president's ap¬ 
proval.

Flooding 

MONTREA (AFP) - Cana¬ 
dian authorities in the west¬ 
ern city of Medicine Hat 
ordered Sunday the evacu¬ 
ation of buildings in tow- 
lying areas a day after 
flooding killed three people 
and forced 100,000 to leave 
Calgary. Some 10,000 resi¬ 
dents have started leaving 
their homes in Medicine 
Hat, the sixth largest city in 
Alberta province. A state of 
emergency was declared 
there and in 20 other towns, in recent days heavy rains have caused the Bow and Elbow 
Rivers in western Canada to overflow their banks. The mayor of Calgary, Naheed Men- 
shi, said the flooded downtown area of the provincial capital may not be accessible 
until the middle of the week, nor will there be electricity until then. Some of the people 
forced out of Calgary have begun to return home. TV footage showed them pumping 
water from flooded basements. CSC television said 75,000 people are still waiting for 
authorities to allow them to go home. Three bodies were found Saturday in the town 
of High River. A fourth person has been reported missing.

Time to seize breathing- 
space offered by central 
banks, says BIS 


ZURICH (AFP) - The world's 
central banks have done their 
job in offering breathing-space 
during the financial crisis, out 
government and business has 
been too slow with much- 
needed reforms to boost pro¬ 
ductivity, die Bank for 
International Settlements said 
yesterday. Tire Swiss-based BIS 
-- dubbed the central hankers 1 
central bank — said in its annual 
i eport that a" forceful program" 
of "repair and reform" was the 
only way to ensure a genuine 
economic revival 

"Although six years have 
passed since die eruption of the 
global financial crisis, robust, 
self-sustaining growdi still 
eludes the global economy," 
the BIS said in a statement. 

“During tins tune, central 
banks in advanced economies 
have been forced to look for 
ways to increase their degree 
of accommodation. But central 
banks cannot solve the struc¬ 
tural problems that are pre¬ 
venting a return to strong and 
sustainable growth," it. under¬ 
lined 

After the crisis struck, cen¬ 
tral hanks moved to stoke Bag¬ 
ging economies by easing 
monetary policy, for example 
slashing interest rates and in¬ 
creasing their balance sheets 
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“What central hank accom¬ 
modation lias done during the 
recovery is to borrow time for 
ofilers to act allowing them to 
repair balance sheets, to con¬ 
solidate fiscal balances, and to 
enact reforms to restore pro¬ 
ductivity growth," said Steph¬ 
en Cecchetti, head of the BIS 
monetary and economic de¬ 
partment 

“The time needs to be used 
wisely. But so far, continued 
low interest, rates and uncon¬ 
ventional monetary policies 
have made it easy for the pri¬ 
vate sector to postpone deleve¬ 
raging, easy for the gover¬ 
nment to finance deficits, and 
easy for the authorities to delay 
needed reforms in the real 
economy and m the financial 
system," he said 

The BIS report showed that 
the balance sheets of central 
banks have almost tripled 
compared with pre-crisis le¬ 
vels, and are still rising 

Despite headway in some 
countries on cutting household 
debt, improving the capitalisa¬ 
tion of financial institutions, 
and p am fill steps on reining in 
state deficits, overall progress 
has been" slow halting and un¬ 
even 11 , said Cecchetti. 

u Un fortunately, c entral 

banks cannot do more without 
compounding the risks they 
have already created Mone¬ 
tary stimulus alone cannot put 
economies on a path to robust, 
self-sustaining growth, be¬ 
cause the roots of the problem 
preventing such growth are not 
monetary," he underlined. 

Cecchetti said central banks 
must now refocus on ensuring 
financial stability and encour¬ 
aging reforms, rather than "re¬ 
tarding them with near-zero 
interest rates and purchases of 
ever larger quantities of gov¬ 
ernment securities".

ORANJESTAD-- During the 
period of June 21, 2013 
through July 7, 2 D13 the Cen¬ 
tral e Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
will conduct the Consumer 
Confidence Survey (CCS) for 
the second quarter. Tire CCS 
consists of 21 short multiple 
choice questions relating to 
the Aruban population's per¬ 
ception of and expectation on 
the state of the Aruban econ¬ 
omy and on its spending 
habit 

The CCS provides the 
CBA with valuable informa¬ 
tion used for its macro-eco¬ 
nomic analyses and forecasts, 
and helps as well m determin¬ 
ing the sentiments of Aruban 
consumers, which furthers the 
CBA's understanding of do- 
m e sti c e co nomi c de vel op - 
meats. The CCS may also aid 
policymakers when determin¬ 
ing economic and financial 
policies and actions. The re¬ 
sults of tins period will be 
compared with the previous 
surveys to analyze the change 
in the population's sentiments. 

During tins period, a 
group of 5 interviewers, hired 
by the CBA, will survey a

Starbucks says pays 
British corporation 
tax after row 

LOUDON (AFP) - US-based coffee giant 
Starbucks said yesterday it had paid £5 mil¬ 
lion m British corporation tax and will pay 
another £i 5 million by next year after facing a 
backlash from lawmakers and customers over non-payment. 

The moved comes despite Starbucks claiming that it remained 
unprofitable in Britain and that it was looking at dosing its strug¬ 
gling stores m the country Corporation tax is levied on a com¬ 
pany's profits and currently stands at a rate of 23 percent 

The announcement comes after leaders of the GS major 
economies last week struck a deal to fight corporate tax avoi¬ 
dance, which while not illegal, robs government coffers of size¬ 
able income at a time of deep cuts to public spending 

Sunday's statement confirms an announcement by Starbucks 
last December that it intended to pay £10 million ($15.4 million, 
11.3 million euros) in British corporation tax both this year and 
m 2014. Hie last time Starbucks paid such tax in Britain was in

24 Hist ory tells tli at San Juan 
festivities originated on the 
South part of Mexico and 
came down to Guatemala and 
other countries in Central 
America reaching Venezuela 
and passed down to Aruba. 

It is a custom brought by 
the missionaries who evange¬ 
lize d th e vill a g es, b y intro du - 
cing a tradition for the 
remembrance to the sacrifice 
of apostle San Juan Bautista, 
who according to the Biblical 
history was decapitated by 
order of King Herodes, since 
he liked princess Salome. 

When the Spanish ruled 
the island, they brought a 
couple of missionaries to ed¬ 
ucate tli e 1 a c a! s ab out Clin s - 
ti amity The place they started 
to preach is where the Alta 
Vista Chapel is situated now. 
The first. 2 missionaries are 
still to be found buried on the 
right front side of the chapel 
entrance The missionaries 
allowed the natives by then to 
preserve some of their pagan 
celebrations like Dera Gai, 
Dande and the Carnival. That 
is why they combined the 
harvesting cele- brail on with 
Saint John day, 

Aruba celebrates San Juan 
m a unique way San Juan 
festivities m the early times 
had to da more with supersti- 
ti c n M amly b ecau se tli e na¬ 
tives believed in spirits and 
several Gods, and they were 
very afraid of them, hi order 
to be in the good grace of the 
Gods and spirits, they had to 
make several offerings. Gne 
of these was for the harvest. 
The purpose of the festival of 
harvest was to thank the 
many Gods for the goad har¬ 
vest y ear and to request them 


After the incorporation of 
San Juan, they expanded the 
tradition, where now men 
named Juan have preference 
aver the others. The man is 
spumed around so that lie get 
disoriented and no longer 
knows the exact location of 
the rooster Then with a corn 


tumty. An experienced dancer 
is guided by the wind and 
uses Ins foot to feel the 
ground in search of the roos¬ 
ter, because as a rule you are 
not to feel the ground with 
the stick.

A man is then se¬ 
lected from the crowd and is 
blindfolded. He is then asked 
to kill the rooster by hitting 
its head real hard with a stick.

Motor racings uonmarK s simonsen cries 

at Lo Mans 


LE MANS (AFP) - Danish driver Allan Simonsen has died 
after a horror crash at the wheel of an Aston Martin at the 
Le Mans 24 Hour endurance race on Saturday, organisers 
reported. The 34-year-old, competing in the mythic race for 
the seventh time, spun off on the third lap into the safety 
barriers at the ultra-quick Tertre Rouge bend, demolishing 
his car. Le Mans organisers The Automobile Club de 
I'Ouest issued a statement reporting that emergency serv¬ 
ices were immediately at the scene to attend the stricken 
driver. Simonsen crashed barely ten minutes after the start 
of the 81st edition of the showpiece endurance event with 
rain and wind combining to make testing conditions atthe 
Sarthe circuit, The race was stopped the race for an hour T 
the time required to remove debris from the track and re¬ 
pair the safety barrier. The father of one, driving an Aston Martin V8 Vantage, was competing in the GTE-Am category. 
His team mates in the No.95 car were his fellow countrymen, Christoffer Nygaard and Kristian Poulsen. Two days 
ago they had been celebrating taking pole position. Former Formula One champion Jenson Sutton led tributes to 
Simonsen.Simonsen was the first driver to perish during the race since Austrian Josef Gartner, driving a Porsche, 
in 1386 t and the 23rd overall, including fatalities in qualifying for the race. Simonsen, who listed Le Mans as his 
favourite circuit on his personal webpage, was bom in Odense, and graduated to endurance racing after starting 
out as a mechanic. The former Danish Formula Ford champion's last win came in April at Silverstone where he won 
the GT-AM class in the Aston Martin with Poulsen and Nygaard.
